Pending an investigation of th e 
mrcumtsances surrounding th e death 
oi 
Mrs. Ira Wieks of 
Cambridge 
City , th e 
h usband and a 
woman 
named Th orn, wh o is a h alf-sister of 
th e dead woman and wh o gave h er 
h ome as th is city , are being h eld by 
th e auth orities. 
All efforts to learn 
th e place of residence of Mrs. Th om 
in th is city h ave proved fruitless. 
Mrs. Wick’s dead body was found in 
th e canal in th e north part of Cam­ 
bridge 
City last 
nigh t at 
seven 
o’clock. 
Sh e was twenty -th ree vears 
old. 
An h our before th e finding of th e 
body th e h usband of th e woman went 
to Marsh al Driscoll of 
Cambridge 
City and told h im 
th at on 
going 
h ome from work h is wife could not 
be found about th e h ouse. 
He said 
th at on th e dining room table h e h ad 
found a slip of paper on wh ich was 
written a message from Mrs. Wieks, 
-ay ing sh e would never be seen again 
alive. 
Wicks 
did 
not 
institute 
furth er search , h e said, but h ad eome 
straigh t to th e marsh al. 
Th e marsh al with several men went 
to th e Wicks h eme and after a th or­ 
ough search of th e h ome proceeded 
to th e canal bank, a sh ort distance 
from th e h ouse, and with in h alf an 
h our found and recovered th e body 
of th e woman. 
Apparently sh e h ad 
been dead only a sh ort 
time. 
No 
bruises or mark- of any kind were 
found on th e body . 
Th e note wh ich th e h usband say s 
h e found on a table and wh ich pur- 
I*>rted to h ave been th e message of 
th e wife 
was 
turned 
over 
to th e 
;iuth *o-!ties, wh o - y v th e writing does 
not appear to be th at of th e woman. 
Th is aroused suspicion. 
Wicks was immediately 
arrested 
and lacked in th e* jail. 
Following h is 
arrest Mr-. Th orn, i h alf-sister of 
th e dead woman, wh o gave Rush ville 
as h er h ome city , and wh o h ad been 
stay ing at th e Wieks h ome, was tak­ 
en into custody until furth er investi­ 
gation is made. 
Sh e was taken to 
Rich mond 
last nigh t and placed in 
th e woman's jail at th e Home for th e 
Friendless. 
Wicks is a day laborer 
and h is 
h ome formerly was at Pennville, a 
-rmdl town ea>t of Cambridge City .

control the output profit largely every 
year by false information as to the 
supply, which ‘they manage to set 
afloat and which costs them practi­ 
cally nothing :it all to publish, jnsi 
because a lot of publishers regard if 
as news « >r love to sing the song of 
calamity f< r political effect."
